The British Element. 
The ro;i~ori nt!.! by Gov. Douglas for 
withholding fiotii the people of British 
Coiatnbia a representative syfatem of gov- 
arnment, andsulijeoting them to tbe control 
of a one-niun petty despotism, denying; 
them the common privileges of freemen, 
the right to atiy participation wlialever in 
llie choice o( those who luril it over them, 
who issue inanilalu.-i, levy laxe.s, control the 
revenue, (li.-^biuse the piiblii: money, enact, 
amend and repeal law.s at ple:i,sure, and e.v- 
traot money fiorii the pockets of the penple 
withaul .■*o much a.i saying " by your leave" 
is, that the ISrilisli element" la too- 
small to admit of it. His E.xcellency ap- 
pears to entertain the. idea that "a liiilo 
power is a dungorous thing" to confer upon 
a given number of individuals for the mun- 
ngement of their own aflairs ; and that until 
such, time as the " Uritish element" be- 
comes sufficiently strong to make its de- 
mandti feilt, nnd unsafe longer to turn a deaf 
ear to its just complaints, if is the- wiser 
course to continue the present one-man .sys- 
tem of irresponsible despotism, — ihat Brit- 
ish interests centered in the j)erson ol' a^ 
single individual wouKi be niuch more se- I 
cure tlKin ir comniiiled to the care of re- 
presentatives cho.sen by the people. 

This is certainly a lame and paltry e.v- 
cuse for the adoption and coiilinuaiice ot a 
policy as unreasonable as it is unjust and 
oppressive. If the "British element" is 
not so large in British Columbia as is desira- 
ble, who is' to. blame for it?. What steps 
have been taken by Gov. Douglas or his 'ad- 
visers to increase the *' British- element" in 
the neighboring Colony, or Vancouver Island 
either^ Has not the policy of the ■govern- 
ment rather been ol a nature to drive people 
out of the country— to retard, if i:ot prohibit, 
settlement, than to encourage immigration, 
by the adupt'on of a w ise and liberul iaiul 
system, allording to all wli.) clio.se to avr.i I 
themselves ol the oppoituniiy the [uivilcgo 
of acquiring an in'ercst in the njil on .-mcli 
terms as would make it desirable to cn^'agu 
in agricultural pnrsuih / It i-i sheer folly to 
talk of a " British L-lement" as a pre-retiui- 
fiite to the bestowal upon the people of Urit- 
ish Columbia of representative institution.«, 
60 long as the conntry is subject to despotio 
rule, and the political liberties of the people 
■0 circumscribed and limited as to place 
them in the position of dependent serfs ra- 
ther than free citizens. If by any rule of 



its prospeet.s. retard its pro:;rcss, inimical to 
the pi-ople's interest.", repnynant to their 
feelinga as British fteemen, a source of 
hitter discord and loud complaint, and, unless 
very soon remedied, may eventuate in open 
rebellion. 

The e.vistini,' state of alTairs cannot last 
much longer. The people are fully deter- 
mined not to submit to it. They feel tlnit 
they are not only robbed ofprivilcges which 
are the birthright of British subjects the 
world ovor,.bul that'thby' occupy, n most de- 
graded and humiliating position before their 
.American neighbors, whwn they contrast the 
relative conditions of the two sys'.ems of 
^(jvcrnnienl, and the adaplnbilily and libe- 
ralily of the in.-itiliilions of llio latlcr coin- 
jiarcd with what ihi'y iMijoy as .'-uhjccls ol 
Britain. Th.ere is iioiin of this timidity in 
referer]ce to a loreiijn idejiient on the part 
of our .American ni'i;:;hbors irr \Vasliiii;4lon 
Territory, which is so strikingly manifested 
III this country. And what is liie reason / 
It is because llicy can rely upon the loyalty 
of the people, wlio, participating to the ut- 
most extent in all the blessings and advan- 
tages of civil and religious liberty, will 
guard their sacred privileges and preserve 
them intact Irom foreign aggression and 
interference. They have nothing to lear 
from a foreign element; they raiher court 
it, relying upon the liberality of thuir insti- 
tutions, and the noble e.vample set them by 
Ireemen, to convert the foreianer from an 
alien by hirlh to a citi/cn I'y adoption. 
Could our ;:ov. riimcnl be persuaded to lay 
asitle its ab.-urd notions ami to e.\tenil to 
the people a like lieyree rd' personal liberly, 
similar results would follow ; ami instead 
of having a population discontented, and 
smarting under the infliction of political 
disabilities amounting to an outrage upon 
every principle of justice and equity, the 
country would be settled by a population, 
if not entirely British, at least contented, 
iiappy, and consequently loyal and trust- 
worthy.
